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On Your Mark - Get Set - Go 
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OST OF YOU have run races of 

some sort and are acquainted with 

the command to start a race. It is: “On 
your mark — get set — go!” 





Our Lord Jesus Christ has also is- 
sued a command, but Christians in gen- 
eral have “gotten on their mark,” have 
“gotten set,” and have stayed SET. For 
nineteen hundred years it has seeming- 
ly been impossible to jar Christians out 
of the “get set” position. 


We talk about “going”, we agree that 
it ought to be done, but over 99 per cent 
of Christians just stay “set” with abso- 
lutely no intention of permitting the Lord 
to transfer them from the spot where it 
is their selfish desire to remain. 


It was the same way with the Early 
Church. They had been commanded 
to “go” but instead, they simply “got 
set” and stayed in Jerusalem. Finally 
God jarred them loose by sending a 
wave of persecution that scattered them 
throughout the world to spread the Gos- 
pel. Is God going to be forced to send 
a wave of persecution upon us to per- 
suade us to fulfill His commission? 


When the Word says, “Go,” what do 
you do? Most people immediately be- 
gin looking for loopholes and excuses by 
which they can shift onto someone else 
the responsibility of going. Although 
most of us recognize the vital importance 
of getting the Gospel to every creature, 
few of us are willing to fling ourselves 
into the fray, but continually leave the 
task to others. We are dangerously like 
the young fellow who prayed, “Here am 
I, Lord, send my sister!” 


How I wish we would have the spirit 
of Paul as expressed in Acts 16:10: “And 
after he had seen the vision, immediate-

ly we endeavored to go into Mace- 
donia.” 


There was no hesitation, excuse-mak- 
ing or seeking for loopholes with Paul. 
The Lord had commanded and _ that 
settled it. Personal likes and dislikes 
did not enter into the picture. The Lord 
had said, “Go,” so there was only one 
thing to do and that was “GO” —im- 
mediately. 


Oh, it is true that Paul had to change 
his plans. He had something entirely 
different in mind, but Paul’s plans were 
always like a railroad timetable—"sub- 
ject to change without notice.” So in 
response to the command of the Lord, 
Paul tossed all of his plans into the 
wastebasket and immediately endeav- 
ored to go. God grant that you people 
may respond in a similar way to the 
Lord’s requests of you. Of what im- 
portance are our plans in comparison 
with His requests? 


The Lord has asked us to go into all 
the world and preach the Gospel so that 
every creature may hear. Well, then, 
let us do it. Why should we try to 
dodge if the Lord has commanded it? 
The difficulty lies in the fact that it is 
almost impossible to find people, young 
or old, who are willing to simply obey 
the Lord without hesitation and excuse- 
making. 


An Irishman by the name of Pat went 
to a wealthy man in Philadelphia and 
asked him for a job. “Yes, Pat, I’ve got 
some work for you to do,” said the man. 
“Do you see that pile of bricks down at 
the east end of the yard?” 


“Yes, sir,” replied Pat.” 


“I wish you would move it down to the 
west end of the yard.” 
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“All right,” responded Pat, and he did 
it. He worked hard and it took him all 
day. 


At the end of the day he reported to 
the office. The boss paid him and said, 
“Pat, come back tomorrow. I’ve got 
some more work for you to do.” 


The next morning the wealthy man 
said, “Say, Pat, do you see that pile of 
bricks down at the west end of the 
yard?” , 


“Yes, sir.” 


“I wish you would move it down to the 
east end of the yard.” 


“All right,” replied Pat and he did it. 
And he worked hard and it took him 
all day. At the end of the second day 
he stopped in at the office and the boss 
paid him but said, “Pat, come back to- 
morrow. I’ve got some more work for 
you to do.” 


The third day the same thing hap- 
pened. “Pat, do you see that pile of 
bricks down at the east end of the 
yard?” 


“Yes, sir.” 


“I would like to have you move it 
down to the west end of the yard.” 


“All right.” agreed Pat and again he 
did it without asking any questions. For 
the third time the boss paid him and 
asked him to come back again the next 
day for more work. - 


And so it was the fourth day. At 
the close of the fourth day, after pay- 
ing him, the boss said, “Pat, come .back 
again tomorrow: I’ve got some more 
work for you to do, but tomorrow it won't 
be hauling bricks. I’ve been looking 
high and low throughout Philadelphia for 





someone who could take orders and ful- 
fill them without asking a lot of ques- 
tions, and who could be trusted to get 
the job done. Pat, you're the man and 
I'm going to make you a purchasing 
agent for our company. It’s a good job 
and you will receive a good salary. 
You're hired.” 


Thus it is with the Lord. He is search- 
ing today for men and women who will 
simply obey Him. The most important 
thing that the Church of Christ has 
needed and needs is obedient Christians. 


Back in the eighteenth century there 
was a man who had come to the place 
where he was willing to take God 
at His word and go out and do what the 
Lord Jesus had commanded. His name 
was William Carey and he worked as a 
shoe cobbler. 


His shoe shop, however, was no ordi- 
nary shop. On the walls he had placed 
maps of different countries of the world 
—rough maps which he had drawn 
himself on wrapping paper from the 
store. Within the borders of the coun- 
tries he had written statistics concern- 
ing these lands — their population, area 
and other facts. And while he was 
pounding away at his shoes his heart 
was burning for those millions of souls 





in wee darkness who had never 
heard the Gospel. 


But missionary work was a prepos- 
terous, unheard-of thing in those days. 
There were no missionaries, there were 
no mission boards, none of the churches 
had a fund in their budgets designated 
for evangelization in foreign fields. Most 
of the preachers took this attitude: “If 
God desires to convert the heathen in 
other lands, He will send some of His 
holy angels to minister to them.” 


But Carey realized that the churches 
and their pastors were disobeying the 
Lord. One day he spoke at a ministers’ 
meeting. With a burning heart and a 
flaming zeal he declared, “You men are 
disobedient to the Lord’s command. You 
have totally ignored the commission to 
go into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. You have 
done nothing about it. You are disobey- 
ing the Lord!” 


Of course the ministers resented being 
spoken to that way. Several were angry. 
One minister came-up to him afterward 
and said, “Carey, the trouble with you 
is that you are a miserable enthusiast.” 
But praise the Lord, William Carey 
hitched his enthusiasm to God’s omnipo- 
tence and, unconcerned about the op- 





position of even church people, and per- 
fectly willing to face dangers, discour- 
agements and uncertainty, he sailed 
forth from England in the year 1793 to 
become the first foreign missionary to 
India. 


For forty years he literally poured out 
his life-blood for the Gospel’s sake in 
India. He established mission stations 
in virtually all of the key locations in 
that country. Not once did he take a 
furlough. He is known as one of the 
most victorious stalwarts of the Cross 
since the days of the apostles themselves 
—simply because he had learned the 
little lesson of doing what the Lord had 
asked Him to do. Oh, I pray that we 
might likewise learn to simply obey. 


Personally, I want to obey the Lord for 
two reasons. First, because I love Him 
and second, because I fear Him. The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of wis- 
dom, and I want to graduate from life’s 
school with honors. 


The Lord Jesus has asked us to go into 
all the world, and preach the Gospel to 
every creature. All right then, let us do 
it. Forgetting all excuses, handicaps, 
discouragements and hesitations, may 
we learn to simply obey. “On your 
mark, get set, but by all means — GO!”

New York Church Anniversary Service 





T IS ESTIMATED that there are no 
less than 200,000 Puerto Ricans re- 
siding in and near the Harlem section 
of New York City. There are other tens 
of thousands of Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple, from various parts of the world, in 
the same area. 


Many of these Puerto Ricans attended 
Defender Churches before leaving the 
Island. It is natural for them to seek 
out a “Church home” upon reaching the 
continental United States. 


Included in a group that came a few 
years ago, were Rev. and Mrs. Jose 
Hernandez. A strong Spanish Church 
has been established in New York under 
their leadership. 


The Fourth Anniversary of the found- 
ing of this congregation was held Sun- 
day, February 16, 1947. IT WAS A 
WONDERFUL DAY FOR THE SPANISH- 
SPEAKING CHRISTIANS OF NEW YORK 
CITY. : 


Reporting the morning, afternoon and 
night services, Mr. Hernandez says: 


“Showers of blessing fell throughout : 





the day. The Church was packed out. 
Groups representing many Spanish 
Churches came from far and near. Our 
guest speaker was Bishop Carlos Sepul- 
veda. In a sermon, he congratulated the 
Defenders of the Christian Faith for be- 
ing the first Church in New York City 
to be persecuted and picketed by Com- 
munists.” 


A PERSECUTED FLOCK 


In this remark, Bishop Sepulveda was 
referring to a disgraceful incident, when 
the Communist Party, Friends of De- 
mocracy and other left-wing organiza- 
tions, assaulted the Church last August. 


The attack was spearheaded by a 
gang of thugs representing Congress- 
man Marcantonio—who, it will be 
recalled, was the only Representative to 
vote in favor of Gerhart Eisler a few 
weeks ago, when Congress decided to 
prosecute Stalin’s mastermind in the 
Western Hemisphere. The vote was 370 
to 1. 


Mr. Hernandez continues: “Since the 
persecution, our Church has added quite 
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a few members. We have come into 
great favor since the Country has 
learned the truth about Communism. 
The tide has turned. There is a wonder- 
ful spirit in all the services. The neigh- 
borhood where the Church is located 
knows now that the Communists were 
wrong. 


“At the Anniversary meetings every- 
body sang heartily the Defenders’ of- 
ficial song, “” Dame la fe de mi Jesus’ — 
or in English, ‘Faith of Our Fathers’.”

HE GOOD MAN shown in the ac- 

companying picture, and his wife, 

have endured great hardships and many 
privations during the last few years. 


His name is VELONIS — the Reverend 
A. Velonis . . . and his home is in the 
ancient city of Thessalonica, Greece. 


The Apostle Paul visited Thessalonica 
when he came west with the Gospel. He 
preached Christ in the local synagogue, 
was persecuted, chased through the 
market place, mobbed at Jason’s home 
. + and fled by night to Berea. 


Despite persecution, a strong group 
of believers were banded together in the 
city. Paul later sent two letters back to 
this Church, the text of which comprises 
some of his most important New Testa- 
ment writings. The message which they 

‘contain on prophecy are of incompar- 
able value to us today. 


Mr. Velonis lives a short distance from 
the traditional spot where the Apostolic 
congregation of Thessalonica is believed 
to have worshipped. 


* * * 


HE SEVENTEENTH CHAPTER of Acts 
contains a record of Paul’s persecu- 
tion in the city. 


He attended local synagogue services 
for three weeks and “reasoned with them 
out of the scriptures.” 


The record says that some of the 
Greeks listened to the story of Paul and 
Silas with gladness and became be- 
lievers. “But the Jews which believed 
not, moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, 
and set the city in an uproar.” 


Paul and Silas were living in the home 





of Jason. The mob assaulted the 
premises. But the two street Preachers 
escaped by quick action and left during 
the night for Berea. 


Thereupon the Jews falsely accused 
the victims of SEDITION. “These do 
contrary to the decrees of Caesar,” was 
their charge. 


We are told that the Jews at Berea 
were “more noble than those at Thessa- 
lonica.” 


Dr. Winrod says: “I visited this com- 
munity a few years ago. The ghetto of 
Berea is there today, very much as in 
the days of Paul. I walked through its 
narrow, winding streets and imbibed its 
mysterious, clannish atmosphere. Our 
party asked to be directed to the syna- 
gogue. 


“The people of Berea point with pride 
to three high stone steps, at the edge of 
a piece of vacant ground, where Paul, 
Silas and Timothy are supposed to have 
stood while preaching the Gospel. These 
stones are guarded by an iron fence.” 


* * * 


HE MONTH OF JANUARY 1934 
marked the beginning of Defenders 
Missionary ministry in Greece. Be- 
cause of rigid regulations imposed by 
ecclesiastical authorities, Gospel work 
has always been difficult in that Coun- 
try. 


Many missionaries have entered the 
field with high hopes only to see their 
dreams fade and efforts come to naught. 


Because opposition made public Gos- 
pel meetings impossible, Mr. Velonis 
suggested using the printed page as 
the principal medium for disseminating 
the message of salvation. This plan was 
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followed and the first issue of the “GREEK 
DEFENDER MAGAZINE,” consisting of 
3,000 copies, came from the press late 
in January of that year. | This publica- 
tion reached a peak circulation of 10,000 
copies prior to the last war. 


Then came the blackout of Europe, 
with Greece feeling the full force of hos- 
tilities. 

The Wichita office lost contact with 
Mr. Velonis and found it impossible to 
get support through to him. But De- 
fender friends everywhere kept in touch 
with the good man and his devoted wife 
by way of the Throne of Grace. The 
Holy Spirit is omniscient and omnipres- 
ent. Then finally a message was received 
through Red Cross bearing the date 
April 20, 1942 which read as follows: 





ME AND MY WIFE ARE ON 
THE BRINK OF THE GRAVE FROM 
STARVATION. LOST 56 POUNDS 
BODY FLESH. PLEASE SEND 
HELP SOONEST YOU CAN. 
VELONIS. 











It was then impossible to get food 
and clothing to him because of war-time 
restrictions. Finally in February, 1945, 
the following message, dated December 
14, 1944, was received: 





BY THE GRACE OF GOD ME 
AND MY WIFE ARE GOOD IN 
HEALTH AND HOPE THAT YOU 
ALSO ARE IN GOOD HEALTH. 
PLEASE WRITE. WE WISH YOU 
MERRY CHRISTMAS. YOURS IN 
CHRIST. A. VELONIS. 














Although only a few words, this short 
message spoke volumes. Velonis was 
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alive! His friends in the United States 
were comforted and encouraged. They 
knew he had witnessed for Christ to the 
best of his ability, even during the ardu- 
ous years of war. They visualized the 
early possibility of rehabilitating the 
work of the Lord, in that unfortunate 
Country. 


* * * 


R. VELONIS has had the joy of 
leading many men, women and 
children to Christ. He now yearns to 
continue witnessing on a consistent, con- 
structive basis. 


Food and clothing have been sent to 
him with the passing of the months... 
together with small financial contribu- 
tions at irregular intervals. But to make 
the work secure, it will be necessary to 








again include Greece as a permanent 
mission field and assure Mr. Velonis a 
regular monthly free will offering. 


After thinking and praying about the 
matter, WICHITA HEADQUARTERS HAS 
REACHED THE CONCLUSION THAT 
THIS STEP SHOULD BE TAKEN. 


The revived ministry shall not concern 
itself with anything secular or political. 
All efforts will be focused upon one ob- 
jective — namely, leading precious souls 
to the place of embracing the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 


The Government of Greece has recent- 
ly asked the United States to assist in 
the economic and political rehabilita- 
tion of the Country. This is therefore an 
opportune time to launch a great Mis- 
sionary Crusade among the Greek peo- 





ple. The experience gained from years 
of successful work under the direction 
of Mr. Velonis will serve a useful pur- 
pose toward this objective. 


Paul’s words written shortly after he 
invaded ancient Macedonia with the 
Gospel reflect the message still needed 
in that part of the world —the one and 
only message that Brother A. Velonis, 
a modern Paul, wishes to convey: 


“For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but unto us 
which are saved it is the power of God. 
For the Jews require a sign, and the 
Greeks seek after wisdom: But we preach 
Christ crucified, unto the Jews a stumb- 
lingblock, and unto the Greeks foolish- 
ness; But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God.” 
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“Ethiopia Shall Streten Out her Hands” 





SSENGER READERS are urged to 

take plenty of time and study sen- 
tence by sentence the following ex- 
cerpts from Dr. Jones’ recent letters. 


They reflect the deepest impulses of 
a man in love with;his work—a man 
who loves the people to whom he has 
devoted 45 years of tireless toil. 


Dr. Jones was born and reared in the 
state of Mississippi. There he graduated 
from college, acquired knowledge in 
both theology and medicine, volunteer- 
ed for Missionary work and dedicated 
his life to the service of Christ on the 
Dark Continent. He immediately left 
for Africa. 


Incidentally, he has through the years 
retained his Mississippi citizenship. An 
experience during the last war proved 
the wisdom of this course: 


He has many mouths to feed at the 
Klay Industrial Mission in northern Li- 
beria. This necessitates raising fruit and 
grain and the harvesting of many crops. 
He must also spend considerable time 
in the jungles hunting wild game. 


Came the war... and his supply of 
ammunition was exhausted. What could 
he do? Meat was needed on the tables 
for children and adults alike. There were 
no shells to be had in Liberia. 


é 
Dr. Jones dispatched an air mail letter 
to the senior Senator of his native Miss- 
issippi—Theodore Bilbo. He says: “From 
then on I was kept supplied with am- 
munition for hunting essential game to

supply the physical needs of those who 
were dependent upon me. Mr. Bilbo 
will never know how much the native 
African Christians of my section ap- 
preciate his interest in us. He proved 
himself to be a friend indeed!”

“I am not a writer,” he insists. “TI

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can talk. I can walk. I can work with 
my hands. I like to preach. But any 
way, there are no words in any lan- 
guage, written or oral, to describe what 
I see taking place out here for God. 


“I am 66 you know. Something of a 
veteran! I have learned many things 
by experience that younger men can’t 
find in books. 


“I have had to do everything that 
goes with taking the Gospel to people 
whose ancestors lived for centuries in 
pagan darkness. Now the light is break- 
ing. I have learned things the hard 
way. 


“At times I feel a little worn. Please 
pray for me. I have to keep wild 
animals away from the farm to save our 
chickens and make safe the lives of 
youngsters whom God has entrusted to 
my care. 


“I must look after the sick, feed the 
hungry, clothe the naked, marry the 
young, bury the dead, educate the il- 
literate, preach the Gospel, counsel those 
who need advice, care for the Church 
and be ready for any new emergency 
that may arise. 


“Rll these years have been required 
to lay the foundation for God's work. 
Others will build. I have pioneered. 
God be praised. 


“Give my regards to all readers of 
the MESSENGER. Thank them for me. 
Tell them I am out here in their stead.” 





D* JONES was in the United States 

for a short furlough last year—his 
first in seven years. He spent several 
days in Wichita. Important conferences 
were held and many fervent seasons of 
prayer enjoyed. 


Finally, when it came time to return 
to Liberia, a man in Ohio arranged for 
him to make the trip by plane. He 
reached there November 28, 1946 and 
immediately wrote Dr.Winrod as follows: 


“God bless you. I am safe. Our pray- 
ers are answered. Left New York 9:30 
A.M., the 24th. Landed here at 6:30 
P.M. the 25th. 


“Seems impossible. The world is a 
neighborhood. God is good! And God 
is wonderful. I know it! You know it! 
Let us trust Him as never before. 


“I will speak here in Monrovia tonight 
and pass on to our mission station the 
30th. First thing, I will give the Lord’s 
Supper in the Defenders Church. 


“Oh! I am too happy to be back. I 
thank God for having ever met you. All 
our plans for making Christ known are 
in the center of His will. We shall keep 
them there. God bless America. But let 
me live in the land of my grandfathers, 
where I can serve Him best. I will 
write again when I reach the station.”

ANY HEARTENING REPORTS have 

since been received from Dr. Jones, 

all written in his quick, jerky inimitable 

style. Only a few excerpts can be re- 
produced in the space available: 


On January 12, 1947 he wrote as 
follows: 


“Last Sunday it was my good pleas. 
ure to lead ten souls, precious converts, 


in baptism. A number of others are 
waiting. Keep praying. This is God's 
work. 


“The young man I told you about— 
Elliott, will be ready to leave for the 
States late June. Try to complete ar- 
rangements for his education. You prom- 
ised to do your best. Don’t fail me. 
Don’t fail God. 


“Elliott will prove an asset in this 
work when he gets back. Finishing his 
training, he will be ready to take over 
our school here at Klay. Then I can go 
on pioneering. 


“T hope you can make it possible for 
him to come over late this year or early 
“48. 


“Transportation is awful in Liberia. 
Looks like I will lose most of my grape- 
fruit this year. You should see them. 
Three times as large as any in the 
States. They melt in your mouth. But I 
can’t get them to market. 


"Tl had to walk 35 miles last Friday. 
Sometimes I can get a hammock. Some- 
times I can’t. I have to go any way. The 
werk demands my presence many 
places. This is a big Country. But we 
have a big God. 


“Remember, I am out here in your 
stead. Don’t fail God by failing to pray 
for me.” 


On February 16, 1947 he wrote 
as follows: 


“Many thanks for the $50.00 check. 
It came in good time. Thank everybody. 
Tell them I said so. 


“God is good to me. I am glad Dr. 
Winrod’s trip to Puerto Rico was so 
successful. Miss Geraldine was a bless- 





ing there too. I regretted I could not 
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pass that way coming back to Liberia. 
Thank God the Gospel is being preached 


on those Islands. Our groups out here 
send up prayer for the workers there. 


“Tl am happy for the outlook. Those 
whom I have raised from infants are 
taking responsibility. It’s wonderful to 
watch them develop. 


“It did my heart good yesterday when 
Edwin Fahr said to me: ‘Please let me 
go preach in my village tonight.’ I gave 
him another boy to help sing. They 
sang and preached in their own tongue. 


“On Wednesday night, last week, 
Nellie Wonger led the prayer meeting at 
Klay Defenders Church. I wish you 
could have heard her. You would have 
been moved. 


“I do want this girl to go to America 
for education. It should be a Bible 
School. She is a jewel. 


“Very recently the Liberian Govern- 
ment granted woman suffrage. Quite 
recently a native African woman was 
commissioned a Paramount Chief. We 
must have native girls, like Nellie 
Wonger, trained to lead in making 
Christ known. 


“We need new buildings, more build- 
ings. Girls and boys are available for 
our school. They want to come. But 
no room to accommodate the larger en- 
rollment! What shall we do? Must do 
something! 


“Please don’t let me down in Elliott's 
case. He is worthy. 


“We need domestic unbleached cloth. 
Speak to somebody about it. Our girls 
need this for dresses. I would rather 
have it than money. Ginghams are 
also needed. 


“I like to tell you about my troubles 
end needs. You never complain. You 
always help me through. God bless 
you, the Wichita Staff and all the mem- 
bers of the Defender family.

Defender Church properties, in such large Puerto Rican localities as San Juan 
and Rio Piedras. But this month, the reader is taken into the interior, to a remote 
place called Cupey. 

The young man shown above, standing in the door of the humble rural 
Church which he has organized, is a student in the Defenders Theological Sem- 
inary at Rio Piedras. His name is Ezequiel Cruz. He is now in his second school 
year. 

Ezequiel is very sincere and zealous. There was no Church in the area which 
he chose as his mission field. He is pioneering a new territory. By studying 
in the Seminary during the day, and preaching here Sundays and sometimes of 
week-nights, he combines practical work with ministerial training. His Church 
is a Gospel lighthouse shining in a dark place, but lacks financial support and 
must soon have help from Wichita Headquarters in order to survive. 


The small picture inserted in the lower left-hand corner shows Dr. Winrod, 
Ezequiel and another theological student, in front of the Seminary last December. 
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EZEQUIEL CRUZ was converted, as a small boy, at a Defender evangelistic 
rally. He says there came into his soul, at that hour, a desire to some day preach 
the Gospel. He erected the building shown below, with his own hands, and the 
aid of a few other native Christians. The Defenders Church at Rio Piedras sup- 
plied money to purchase the needed materials. No more funds are available from 
that source. It will be necessary for Wichita Headquarters to provide an average 
of $20.00 a month for at least a year, to get this Church securely established. 
Otherwise there is danger of it fading out! 


If some MESSENGER reader will write us, agreeing to contribute this sum 
each month, as God so prospers him, the future of the congregation can be assured. 
Such a gesture would bring great joy to this group of native Christians, who are 
praying that assistance from the outside will soon be forthcoming ... There 
are other similar groups pleading for help. Wichita Headquarters solicits corre- 
spondence with friends who feel a burden for this kind of pioneer Missionary 
work.
